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THE FENCING OF 
BUFFALO PARK' 


Contract For 70 Miles of Wire Fence 
Awarded to Winnipeg Co.—-Cal- 
gary Man to Supply Posts. 


The contract for fencing the 122,000 
tere buffalo park on the Battle river 
was let on Saturday afternoon, The 
Ideal Fence Company of Winnipeg 
have secured the contract for supply- 
ing the wire and John Breckenridgs 
of Calgary, the contract for supplying 
the poste and building the fenee. The 
estimated cost. of building this sev- 
enty-mile buffalo proof fence was 
$70,000, The lowest and successful 
tender is well within the estimated 
cost, The Ideal Fence Co, is the west- 
ern end of the MeGregor-Banneli 
Fenee Co., Ltd,, of Walkerville, Ont. 

Howard Douglas, Dominion parks 
commissioner, who is in she city, 
opened the tenders on Saturday,  Fil- 
teen tenders had been received from 
all parts of Canada and the United 
States, The Tdeal Fenee Company 
and John, Breckenridge were the low- 
est tenderers and were accordingly 
awarded the contract, the agreement 
being ratified by the Dominion gov- 
ernment by wire in the afternoon, F, 
C, Stevenson, manager and treasurer 
of the Ideal Fence Company, who was 
in the city, at once notified his com- 
pany, and the manufacture of the 
fence will be commenced on Tuesday 
Mr. Breckenridge also proceeded to 
get tenders for cutting the posts. He 
received the prices, and will award 
the contracts this week, 

Location of Reserve. 

The new buffalo reserve, which i- 
about 122,000 acres in extent, lies 
125 miles southeast of Edmonton, and 
seven miles from Hardisty on the 
Wetaskiwin branch ot the C.P.R. It 
consists of 170 square miles located 
on sections 19-36 in township 42 and 
1-6 in township 48 range 6; sections 
22-36 in township 42, all of township 
43 and sections 2-35 with a few e 
ceptions in township 44 range 7; see- 
tions 1-36 with a few exceptions in 
townships 48 and 44, range & and sec- 
tions 13, 24, 25 and 36 in township 
43 range 9, all west of the 4th meri- 
dian 

For feneing a roadway twelve fect 
wide must be cut all around the park, 
The posts, which must be of green 
(amarac or jackpine, 15 feet in length, 
must be placed one rod apart and 
three feet six inches in the ground, 
The posts will probably be obtained 
in the vieinity of Edmonton, and 
shipped either from Ponoka or Stony 
Plain to Hardisty, and hauled from 
there to the point where they. are re- 
quired, On application to the local 
Dominion Lands agent a permit will 
he i-sued to cut the posts required {oi 
this dence on Dominion lands 

Woven Wire Fence, 

The fence will be of woven wire with 
fifteen horizontal strands, making the 
fence seven and a half feet high. | 
must be made of heavy galvanized 
hard steel wire, the top and bottom 
wes No, & gauge, and the remaindet 
No % The bottom wire will — be 
placed twelve inches trom the ground 
and the remaining horizontal strands 
will vary from six to nine inches 
apart, The upright wires will be No, 
10 gauge placed twelve inches apart, 
Six inches above the top of the four- 
teen horizontal wires will be strung 
a 1th strand of galvanized barbed 
wire No, 124% gauge, Two gates will 
be placed in each of the four sides 
of We park. 

According to the contract, the fence 
must be completed by August — Ist, 
1908, The manufacture of the fence 
will be commenced in Winnipeg by 
the Ideal Fence Company on Tuesday 
and the contract for cutting the 
posts will be let this week. Assum- 
ing that the material is on the ground 
by May Ist, the company will have 
to build about one mile of fence pet 
day in order to complete the work 
within the contract time. According 
to the contract, one-third of | the 
contract price will be paid upon the 
delivery of the material on the ground 
one-third on the acceptance of the 
work by the Dominion inspector and 
the balance thirty days after the ac 
ceptance of the work, 

Buffalo for the Park, 

About six hundred buffalo will be 
placed in this new park this fall, 
The three hundred animals of the 
Pablo herd that still remain in Mon- 
tana will be shipped north in Sep- 
tember, About three hundred of the 
three hundred and ninety now in Elk 
Island park near Lamont will also | 
be shipped to the Battle River park, | 
‘he animals will be shipped to Har 
disty and unloaded there and driven 
out to their new home, Michael 


lo ia now engaged in rounding up the 
balance of the herd in Montana ready 
for shipment, In order to save horse 
flesh and prevent running the buffalo 
to death, he has built several miles 
of fence at a point where the last 
hipment df ‘buffalo usually broke 
away, ang got back to the 1mountaine 
In this way he hopes to complete 
the round up with as little trouble 
and loss as possible

London, April 13-—Great Britain is

Although the company asserts that 
‘t cannot secure justice in Venezuela, 
oflicials are still opposed to diplomatic 
aetion and point out the uselessness 
ot such a course as President Castro 
sould likely ignore it as he has done 
on previous Occasions any representa. 
tion. made by the British ministry in

The Daily Graphic in an editorial 
this morning describing Venezuela ar 
a brigand republic outside the pale of 
civilization, demands that the govern- 
ment recall the British minister as 
Caracas, and resort to reprisals. It is 
not consistent with this country’s dig- 
nity, s the Graphic to continue os- 
tensible friendly relations with a gov- 
ernment that is engaged in robbing 
British subjects and offensively mock- 
ing their tlag.
